The 
towns are prosperous, and, consider- 
ing the fact that they have grown up 
within the last few years, have largo 
populations.

Dr. H. J. Clark Addresses 
Overseas League, on 
Glacial Era

In lii.s prefatory last night Dr. J. H. 
Clark oC .MoGill University stressed 
tho fact that, tho Geological history 
of tho Great Lakes Boglon goes bnclJ 
for millions of year.-!, whereas tliu 
Human history of these lakes only 
really 'covers some few hundreds of 
years. 

£<pcuklng before tho Ovcrsc.is 
League, Dr. Clark staled that in geo- 
logical history there aro t\vo main 
concept.-; whicli must bo taken into 
conslder.ition. In the first iilnco. Time, 
Geological hl.story iias been traced for 
over a billion years. Secondly, there 
is Evolution or Change, which is the 
pass-word of Geology. Discussing 
these concepts moro especially In 
their bearings on tiio Great Lakes, 
tlie speaker said that they have exist- 
ed for about a million years, but that 
they have gone through their greatest 
development In thé last thirty thous- 
and years. As regard:) Change, the 
Lake region has been chiefly under 
tho inChicnco of glaciers and glacial 
notion. The climate of this region has 
also undergone successive changes. 
Joke* en Rivers 

Geologists regard lakes with sus- 
picion, as they arc Jokes played on 
rivers. The Great Lakes aro tho re- 
sults of tho last Glacial Advance. Tlic 
ice reached a higher part of the land 
and stopped: the water melting from 
the huge glaciers accumulated and 
gradually in thousands of years the 
Great Lakes took their forms, pass- 
through various stages as the Ice wall 
gradually receded. 

Previous to the Ice advance, tho re- 
gion now covered by the component 
elements of the Great Lakes was a 
vast plain, heavily-wooded, willi a 
warmer climate tlian wo now enjoy, 
inhabited by the many animals such 
as bison, a few mastodons, and tho 
long-extinct American hor.se. Through 
this land flowed a great river known 
to gcologislB as the Laurentian and

Of Complex Kind 

Prof. Bullcr Describes Func- 
tions of PaHs of 
Organism 

BISEXUALITY NOTED 



Millions of Spores Shed hy 
Common Mushroom 
Every Day 

Prof. Huiler, of tlic University uf 
Manitoba, and probably tlio world's 
first authority on tho life and growtli 
of tho various fungi, prjîcntcd in a 
popular Icclurc last night most of 
tlio fundamental facts about fungu.s 
life In genoial, with more: ur ln.«.s dc- 
l.'illcd doscrliillonn oC :i nmnlicr of 
species 111 iiarticiilnr. 'I'lio Iciitiire w,ts 
hold in. tho DIologlcal Building under} 
the auspices of tho Sigma XI. 

The common mushroom, which con- 
sists, to all appearances, of a stalk 
.uul ,1 rap (if .•'unio shape with gills 
on the uiulcr.sldc. .seems siinplo 
enough. This structure, however. Is 
only the surface part of tho organ- 
ism; a far more extensive system of 
strands, known as the mycelium, ex- 
tends for distances somotimes .is 
fjrcat as .si.\ly yards under tlio ground. 
This corresponds to tho root of the 
ordinary plant, nnd feeds on any dead 
organic matter which may bo present 
in the soli. 

Function of Cap 

Tho function of tho surface pa it Is 
reproducllvo in natiirr, the cap f^crv- 
Ing as a producer, container and dis- 
seminator of tho spores, which cor- 
respond roughly to the seeds of the 
average plant, o.vceiit that they are 
almost always enormously greatrr in 
number. Tho Kills in tho underside of 
llio cap aro in llie form of fiat plates 
hanging vertically downwards; on 
their surfaces are tho spores and 
mechanism which discharges them In- 
to the nir. The , spores are shot out 
from the wall of the plate with high 
velocity, but duo to their e.vtreme 
llj^htncss, they travel only about onc- 
tentli of a millimetre before they com- 
mence to fall vertically down, out of 
the cap and into tho air, where tho 
wind (uitchc! them nnd spreads them 
over great distances. 

Size of Spore Measured 

r.y lotting a piece of a cap stand 
over a sheet of paper In a place free 
front drafts, a deposit of spores will 
be formed showing tho relative thick- 
ness of tho gill plates and the spaces

Eileeu Fowler, Rutherford's 
Only Child, Dies Suddenly 

-V littlo whilo after her father had 
boon raised to tho peerage, "Mrs. 
Kiljcn Fowlor, daughter ot Lord 
Kutherford, died suddenly ten day» 
after tho birth ot her fourth child. 
Slie w-as inarrica to Profes.sor II. H. 
I'uwU-r, l-ollow of Triuiiy College, 
CanibridKo. a well-known mathemati- 
cal phy.slcist. 

Lord Itutherford was acclaimed b.v 
tho world for hl.s work on mdlo-ac- 
tivit.v, and was signally honored by 
the Kins In the Xew Year Honour 
List. lie ua.s formerly .MacDonald 
Itesoaroh I'lot'es.sor in llio Depart- 
ment of I'hy.sics at McGlll. Ho was 
tho first man. on this continent to 
eai-ry out an X-ray c\perlment,'-dld 
much pioneer work In wireless, and 
experimented on the conduction of 
eleclriclty througli gases. 

Among tho honor.s ho h.is received 
are Iho Itumford Medal, tho Barnar<_

Fungi Found to 
I Have Struclure 
Of Complex Kind 

(Conllniicd from I'anc One) 
lictWccn them. Tho depth ot tho de- 
posit may bo ImaKlncd from tho f.ict 
that In 4S hours, as many as Iwolvo 
thousand million spores may fall 
from a. singlo mushroom. Tho Indivi- 
dual siiore, however. Is only one four- 
lliniisandlh of nn Inch In diameter. 

It is found that somo varitics drop 
considerably larger numbers ot spores 
at higher temperatures than at lower. 
Tho spores may bo seen, though In- 
visible under ordinary conditions, ■ by 
the uso ot a hand lamp at night. Kx- 
pcrltncntnlly, tho samu result may hn 
obtained by suspending a bit of mush- 
room In fi closed beakor, and viewing 
It as illuminated by a transverse beam 
of light. By the uso Of the microscope 
and a closed glass celljjpontftlnjng a 
picco of gill plate, (ho rA^o 'd^tfttU of 
tho spores may be monHured.' This has 
been found to vary with different 
species, between about one-half and 
four and one-half, mllllmetrci per 
second, tho smaller sporoa of courac 
falling much moro slowly than the 
larger. 

BistKuillty Found 

By sowing single sporeff.ln.steirUlsed 
culture media, 11 has be'^M' f6ùn'drih'tLt; 
biscxuallty is a common characterls- 
tlo with fungi. Tho method used Is to 
watch through the microscope tho 
development ot the cells from two 
adjacent spores. It Ik seen that there 
is fusion ot cells, though. .. tho ' nuclei 
do not Join together as In the caso «t 
animals ' and ordinary plants. The 
nuclei of the two colls grow and dl 
vide together as conjugate nuclei 
right up to tho adult stnge. uniting 
only Just before tho formation of 
spores In tho head ot tho plant. The 
process Is npparenUy truly bisexual, 
and Is noticed In a large number of 
species. 

Gill Cotors Change 

Tn some varltles It is found that the 
gills are of a mottled bl.ick and white 
color, and moreover, that the patterns 
of the mottled regions are constantly 
changing. This has been, found to be 
due to the fact that different parts of 
the .same gill produce ripe spores at 
different times. Tlio black areas aro 
seen to bo covered with ripe spores 
ready lo fall to tho ground, and tho 
lighter spots to consist of those cells 
which havo not yet come to maturity 
When any ripe area has become de- 
nuded of spores unripe cells In the 
same area aro coming to maturity, so 
that spores may continue to fall from 
tho same portion of the gill for 
long' time. This and the ripening -of 
tho whilo patches account for tho 
change in tho pattern of tlie region. 
Pairy Rings Daicribed 
"Fairy ring.s" ot different kinds aro 
due to the radical spreading ot tho 
underground mycelium front a central 
point ot Infection. Thus mushrooms, 
puff-balls, etc., havo been found In 
rings with a radius of as much as C5 
metres. These puff-balls may contain 
up to seven billion spores, It has been 
estimated that If all the pores ..from 
one specimen were to como to matur- 
ity, then In three generations, 800 
globes each the size ot the earth, 
would be noeded to accommodate 
them all.

Colbert Views 
Life On Farm 



Oruws Comparison Favor- 
able to Country Life as 
Against Urbau Life 

— By Excliange Service — 

Viewing farming not alono as a 
suslnefs or occupation but as a mode 
>f living, rrof. J. Colbert, depart- 
iicnt of economics and sociology of 
\\\a university, drew a comparison 
lavorablo to country life in 'Wiscon 
lin against iirlmn life, In a radio 
iildrcss over W'HA the university 
flalion. lie nntcil n marked iniprovc- 
licnl in the living conditions of "Wis- 
Donsin farmers. In tho present eco- 
nomic depression, also, ho said they 
aro relatively immune to tho acute 
M u tf crlngs left tipon city workers in 
Bio unemployment crlsi.s. 

••Wliilc llio^c l;ist 10 years have 
^een indeed discouraging for the 
'arincr from ;i business siandpoint 
laid rrof Colbert, •'they miifi go down 
In history as tho decade of ilie prcat- 
0£t progress in the standard of liv- 
■jig In tho ■Wisconsin farmer." 

Some of the evidences of the farm- 
sv's improved living standards were 
noted l.y rrof. Colbert. Quoting from 
a KUiTcy mado by students, it w.is 
found that uno ot every 3 0 farmers 
in the state lived on a paved road; 
four of every 10 lived on good gravel 
roads; half Ftill live on dirt roads, 
■which, however, arc superior to the 
roads ot the previous era. Nearly 
two-thirds of tho farm homes have 
tclcplioncf. Nine of every 10 have 
automobiles, and one in every four 
has a truck for marketing his pro- 
duce. Moro than two-thirds take 
daily newspapers. 

Other signs of this advance, men- 
tioned by Prof. Colbert, were seen in 
tho fact that 26 per cent, or one out 
of every four has electric lights, and 
P [ler cent from their own homo plans. 
In ïô per cent of AVisconsin farm 
homes, "electric power runs \h<; wash- 
ing machine, and in 18 j«cr cent there 
1b mnnîhg water In the kitchen while 
11 per cent have bathtubs. Furnace 
heat Is enjoyed by almost a quarter 
of farm homoii. 

Other city facilities found on farms 
are: pianos, :;S» per cent; musii; les- 
sons given to farm children, 11 per 
cent; phonogr.-iphE, 48 per cent; ra- 
dio, about no per cent.

His tuition? He can study an en- 
llrf) ye;ir at the Sorbonnc — the fa- 
tuity of letlei-K of the University of 
j'aii.s — lor fïiXl) Including use of the 
library.

There l.s the caso of a boy 
of three whoso niotlicr has been 
mnoking innumerable cigarellcs cacl 
day ever ' since before her marriage 
His : case presents a powerful argu 
ment. ' His arms and legs are scarce- 
ly more than slcln and bones, his 
eyes wealc and watery,, his face pin- 
ched and pock-marked, his very 
body so thin that it is a miracle tliat 
life can e.\ist within 11. And this is 
only ono ot many such cases. 

It is quite evident that men do not 
respect women now as they did In the 
past. Why should they? In taking 
unto thcmscivcs masculine halills and 
mannerlsma, women are pulUng them 
selves down, and, iiaving dono bo, 
tliey inUBt cxjieet to bo treated as 
man to man. Yet, il|og|c#lly, women 
resent this sort of treatment. "\vi)at 
do tliey expect?

he pointed out,. Ihoro •aeem.î to be a 
moro universal followshlj) among 
people of all classes. 

It isn't customary to acco.st a pass- 
erby in liingland with a roqiicst for 
information casuliy. a.i one conimonly 
does' in America— rallier a formal atti- 
tude Is' expected, as though ono wero 
apologizing for having not secured an 
Introduction at the gentlcinan's club. 
Comparée With Britith 
This subte difference between the 
social atmosphere of these two coun 
tries applies also to their respective 
educational Institutions. The Crltlsli 
college student Is apt to be i-a.thcr stol' 
id, quiet .and- reflective in contrast to 
tho enthusiasm choraclcrisllc ot the 
American student. 

Among other topics, Mr. Chesterton 
expressed his views on the questions 
ot woman's place In modern olvlliza 
tion, the trend of modern literature, 
and Ihe problems of India and Rus 
sia. Concerning the first ot these, he 
definitely stated; that woWn Is . put 
of her clement when, she forsakes the 
homo for the -world 'of bnsiiïéss and 
government. 

Novel Burdened With Detail 
The contemporary realistic novel 
eo-called, has lost some ot the per- 
sipectivc of life In Us rather tedious 
burden of detail. For instance. It 
would be tiresome if a man wero to 
relate in ordinary .conversation the 
brand an'l quality of countless ciga- 
rettes that he had smoked during the 
year. 

As to the issues involved !n the af- 
fairs of Russia and India, tii« Uritish 
author stated tho t he had formulated 
no definllo conclusions. Howevor, they 
do hold cohsiaorahle interest for him 
and lie would bo Inclined, on the 
whole, to favor the Himpliclty ot 
Gandhi's philosophy in profercnco to 
tho Russian doctrines ot industrializa- 
tion.

, building. Forty per cent moro prc- 
perly tiought should therefore presage 
forty per cent more building activity. 
And as last year was Ijeliind In bulll- 
ing activity, there- is that much more 
iccrway to be mado up. 

Mr. Pitt points out that building la 
not a line of activity that the com- 
munity can take or leave it at will. It 
can bo delayed or postponed, but tli-? 
shortage must always bo made u ; 
sooner or later. Every year there are 
some 50,000 more iieople added to the 
population of Montreal. They have to 
.be provided with homes. They buy 
and consume and require business 
houses to attend to their needs. It is 
a small city which Is added, to Mont- 
real annually, including not only 
residents, but stores and bus'ness 
activities of all kliida. Thcr-ifore, the 
population increase demands net only 
more dwellings each year, but more 
f>nd lilt'iicr 1 lores, wholesale ware- 
houses, office buildings, schools, 
cliurcltcs and so on. 

Another notable indication along 
thc!^ lines, is that many iniiustrtai 
corporations .ire .starting now to 
build additions to their plants. The 
railway and transportation companies 
and tho city are also planning a lot 
of constructional activity which is 
also bound to swell the total. 

Sir. Pitt thinks this seems liK^My to 
give to Iho building and really bus- 
inesses a momentum wliich, llkj iiic 
swing of a liugb balance wiiccl, once 
started wilt go on increasing.
